Some Local Officials Plan 
To Ignore Anti-Bingo Order 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
Local of­ 
ficials in some parts of Ohio let 
it be known today they would 
ignore Gov. C. William O’Neill’s 
*d monition that tongo “ is illegal 
in Ohio.” 
Toledo and Allen County author­ 
ities said they would not stop so- 
called “ charity” bingo. Officials 
in other parts of the state have 
given sim ilar hints. 
O’Neill declined com ment today 
on the situation. 
Reports of big-time bingo games 
in northeastern Ohio tod the form ­ 
er attorney general last week to 
make this statem ent to newsmen: 
“ In my opinion the law is clear 
in Ohio. I think decided (court) 
case* have outlawed bingo in Ohio. 
“ Local officials are expected to 


do their duty and when there is 
any breakdown, this office is go­ 
ing to take some action. 
“This office,” he added, “ is not 
going to be involved in every case 
which ought to be reported to 
local officials. All crim inal laws 
in Ohio are a m atter for those 
with the power to enforce the 
law.” 
The 
state Constitution forbids 
lotteries. But the Legislature pro­ 
vided penalties for a 
prom oter 
who conducts them “ for his own 
profit.” 
The Legislature in 1943 inserted 
the words “ for his own profit,” 
in gambling penalty laws. Non - 
profit 
or 
“ charity” 
bingo 
has 
flourished in various communities 
ever since. Some church, fraternal 


and veterans organizations espec­ 
ially have promoted charity bingo 
benefits. 
Attorneys said Ohio’s Supreme 
Court never has ruled directly on 
the question. Lower courts have 
held both ways. 
In 1953, the Supreme Court up­ 
held a Columbus city ordinance 
used to ban all bingo. The court 
held that Columbus, in exercising 
its police powers, could legislate 
with respect to lotteries and pro­ 
vide penalties 
for 
flouting 
such 
regulations 
unless 
they violated 
state statutes. The high court add­ 
ed that the General Assembly, in 
fixing penalties for gambling con­ 
ducted for profit, did not by in­ 
direction legalize the sam e trans­ 
act L^n if carried on not for profit.

pay raises for his top appointees 
in a move shunned by veteran 
politicians, who usually prefer to 
weather criticism than back down. 
Mixed reaction greeted O’Neill’s 
request for the Legislature to re­ 
store most $18,000 and $16,000 a 
year salaries to the $12,000 and 
$10,000 level from which he in­ 
sisted before his mid-January in­ 
auguration that they be advanced. 
The Senate passed the pay cut 
bill Friday, 32-2. 
Republicans generally term ed it 
a good move that would benefit 
the party in coming elections. They 
asserted 
most criticism 
of the 
higher salaries would be forgotten 
by the public despite attem pts of 
Democrats to keep the “ m istake” 
alive in the hope of harvesting 
political hay. Others disagreed. 
Some speculated that the cuts 
might affect harmony in the gov­ 
ernor’s official family. They meant 
little to a few cabinet members. 
But high pay was a factor for oth­ 
ers 
who 
worked 
hard 
in 
last 
year’s election campaign and re­ 
luctantly gave up personal plans 
in answer to pleas for additional 
help. 
O’Neill became insistent after 
some experts he hoped to “d raft” 
elsewhere said they wouldn’t trade 
jobs regardless of the new sal­ 
aries offered. 
The governor said he had con­ 
sidered the political consequences 
of his salary revocation request 
and asserted: 
“ If you do what you believe to 
be right, that is always the best 
politics. I fee! good about the de­ 
cision because I feel it is right.” 
His prepared message accom­ 
panying the salary repeal bill to 
the Legislature had this to sa 
about the act he signed into law 
the day after taking office: 
“ I requested the passage of this 
legislation in the belief that it 
» ould be helpful in securing per­ 
sons of special skills and technical 
training to assist in administering 
our state government. In some in- 
gtances this proved *o be true. 
“ However, I have found that 
salary 
is 
not 
always 
the 
con­ 
trolling factor in obtaining com­ 
petent personnel.” 
The message continued: 
"I know that many of you had 
mental 
reservations 
concerning 
the advisability of oassing legis­ 
lation providing for these salary 
increases. Your mental reserva­ 
tions have proved to be sound. 


“ I am happy to tell you that I 
have been successful in enlisting 
the services of able people to as­ 
sist in the administration of our 
government. 
“ I have discussed this proposed 
change in compensation with them 
and it will not disturb the proper 
functioning of our state govern­ 
ment. nor will any constitutional 
difficulties be encountered." 
The repeal proposal left intact 
the $30,000 pav of Highway Chief 
Charles M. Noble, former New 
Jersey Turnpike engineer recom ­ 
mended as one of the nation’s top 
road builders, and $18,000 salaries 
of three Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion members. All formerly got 
$12,000 a year.

We note that one w riter recently cam e 
out with the declaration that “ It may be 
that when historians get to the point of 
analyzing our present period, they m a y 
call it the ‘Age of Stalem ate.’ ’’

world scene today seem to have developed 
an expediency for bringing problems to 
an impasse without reaching solutions. 
Some observers point to what they call 
the “ fruits of stalem ate” by calling atten­ 
tion to Korea, divided between Communist 
and non-Communist control. So, they say, 
is the situation in Indochina and in G er­ 
m any once a world powerful unit within it­ 
self. Yet most of us wonder if that isn't 
better than years of war. 
Along this line the Middle East threat­ 
ens to become another area of unresolved 
conflict, with neither Israel nor the Arab 
states finding a basis for a lasting settle­ 
ment of differences. 
In this age, it seems, issues all too often 
become mired in a m orass of technicali­ 
ties, side matters, personality questions, 
and the like. 
Many men not only do not act in many 
great affairs, but they do not talk a b o u t 
them in anv serious way. And sometimes,

NEW YORK (J'—You've heard 
a lot about private eyes 
But Ed Haupt probably has 
America’s swiftest public eyes.

NEW YORK (JPI—You've heard 
a lot about private eyes. 
But Ed Haupt probably has 
America s swiftest public eyes. 
A sort of prose detective and big 
nam e hunter, he is perhaps the 
nation's fastest reader. 
“ I can scan up to 20.000' words 
a m inute,’* adm itted Haupt who 
gallops through 
the 
pages 
of 
scores of publica t.ions daily for 
a clipping bureau here. 
After 30 years in the business, 
Haupt,, a .mild-mannered, slow- 
talking fam ily man who lives in 
Yonkers, is 
the 
acknowledged 
kingpin... Blest: of the 400 profes­ 
sional new spaper readers 
who 
work for the 30 U. S. press clip­ 
ping services are women. 
They regard Haupt with some­ 
thing akin to awe. Few can read 
at even half the pace set by his 
busy bee eyes. 
As he reads Haupt, who has a. 
file draw er mind, 
m a-ks 
any 
mention of the na mes of some 
8,000 people, products and com­ 
panies. The list of clients, 
of 
course, has daily changes. 


“ The idea seems general that 
only vanity leads people to sub­ 
scribe to a 
clipping 
service,** 
he said. “ Actually, most of the 
subscribers are 
hard - neaded 
business men looking for infor­ 
mation.*’ 
The clipping 
s e r v i c e gets 
many odd requests. One client 
subscribed because he 
wanted 
a. check made to be sure Ms 
nam e w asn’t appearing in the 
newspapers. 
Another firm (it m anufactures 
dog food' wants all news stories 
involving heroic dogs. 
“ For a time we had a client 
who wanted all photos of drum 
m ajorettes appearing in skirts,” 
Haupt recalled. 
“ We 
couldn’t 
figure why. It turned out he w«s 
a. young lad trying to build his 
own collection of pinup pictures. 
His m other stopped the service.” 
The clipping 
bureau 
cooper­ 
ates with the FBI to see that the 
requests of clients from behind 
the Iron Curtain are checked for 
security clearance. 
Scanning at the rate of 20,000 


words a 
minute (the average 
person doesn’t read more than 
about 
250), 
Haupt 
can 
get 
through the equivalent of a doz­ 
en or more long-winded, novels 
in a day. 
He looks for key words, nam es 
or phrases, underlining them as 
he goes. The stories are clipped 
later by other workers. 
The biggest occupational dan­ 
gers for 
professional 
readers 
such as Haupt are daydream ­ 
ing and getting too interested” in, 
a subject. 
“ You can’t let that happen,” 
h e said. "But no m atter how' fast 
I skip over the pages, some of 
the information sticks 
in 
my 
mind. You get so you know a lit­ 
tle bit about practically every­ 
thing,. 
His terrific reading has had 
no bad effect on his eyes. He still 
w ears the sam e lenses 
in 
his 
glasses he did 10 years ago. 
His hobby? 
“I like to read the newspaper 
going home from work,” Haupt 
said, “ but leisurely.” 


Opportunity for Communists 


There is quite a fuss among the 
H arvard alum ni over the choice 
of Dr. Robert J. Oppenheimer as 
the deliverer of the 1957 William 
Jam es lectures. 
Dr. Oppenheimer long associat­ 
ed with atomic fission, testifying 
concerning himself and friends 
and colleagues anent communist 
affiliations, adm itted that he had 
not told the truth. The Atomic 
Energy Commission, in a report 
signed 
by 
Lewis 
L. 
Strauss, 
Chairman, and Eugene M. Zuck- 
ert and Joseph Campbell, com­ 
missioners, stated: 
“ . . .We find Dr. Oppenheimer 
is not entitled to the continued 
confidence of the government and. 
of this commission because of the 
proof of fundam ental defects in 
his ‘character.’ 
“ In respect to the criterion of 
‘associations,,* we find that, his 
associations with persons known 
to him to be communists have 
extended far beyond the tolerable 
limits of prudence and 
self-re­ 
straint which are to be expected 
of one holding the high positions 
that the government has con­ 
tinuously entrusted to him since 
1942. These associations have last­ 
ed too long to be justified as 
m erely the interm ittent and ac­ 
cidental revival of earlier friend­ 
ships. 
So a group of Harvard alumni, 
in Boston and New' York, organ­ 
ized the H arvard “ Veritas” com­ 
m ittee to arouse other alumni and 
public opinion generally to op­ 
pose Dr. Oppenheimer as a Har­ 
vard lecturer. The William Jam es 
lectures on philosophy are sup­ 
posed to be identified with ethics 
and wisdom. But William Jam es 
has been identified with pragm a­ 
tism, which philosophers of other 
schools rarely admit is an ethical 
view of life. 
At any rate, the Harvard “ Ver­ 
itas" 
com m ittee

H arvard’s 
slo g a n, 
“ V eritas,”

Their point is that there is no 
truth in Dr. Oppenheimer.

The printers Sunday rejected. 
431*1, a proposed wage increase 
of $8 weekly over two years—$4.50 
a week the first year and $3 50 
weekly the second year. 
Frank Gorsier, president of Lo­ 
cal 3, said he and two other of­ 
ficials will go to the union’s In­ 
dianapolis headquarters to get a 
decision on a previous sanction 
request. 
The ranction allows the local to 
take a strike vote, and Gorsier 
said if it is granted. “ We will call 
a meeting of the local immedi­ 
ately.*'

Metal Prices 
Seen Slated 
For Increase 


CLEVELAND LP-The magazine 
“ Steel” predicts that prices vnll 
he moving upward in the second 
half of this year, not only in metal 
working industry products hut in 
all commodities other than farm 
produce and food. 
Prices of metalworking products 
will edge upward 4 to 5 per cent, 
tho 
trade 
weekly 
said 
today. 
“ Steel” estimated the wholesale 
price index of commoditie' other 
than food will rise 39 points by 
the end of the year. 
In the metalworking field, price 
boosts will he common but loss 
severe and more sporadic than 
they were last year, the magazine 
slid. 
The reasoning: Component and 
equipment 
manufacturers 
are 
pretty mu^h dependent on what 
steel does. When steel goes up, 
so will the prices of metalwork­ 
ing equipment and the prices of 
components 
such 
as 
castings, 
.stampings, gears, fasteners and 
electrical equipment. 
A $5 to $6-pcr ton rise in the 
base price of steel has been pre­ 
dicted for around midyear. Sched­ 
uled wage increases add to the 
pressure for a price rise. 
“ Steel” said a survey of 200 
purchasing 
agents 
shows 
that 
these agents expect prices to rise 
in many categories of components, 
with hikes ranging from 2 to IO 
per 
rent. 
A 
minority 
thought 
prices would fall slightly in a few 
products, such as motors. 
The publication sold that except 
for a little flurry of buying to beat 
the midyear steel price increase, 
demand for steel the remainder 
of the year should be about in line 
with supply. The steel industry has 
expanded its capacity, the maga­ 
zine noted, and consumers gener­ 
ally see no need to build large 
inventories.

'Baby Moon' 
To Tune In 
Tiny Meteors» 


WASHINGTON (M — The “ babv 
moon” earth satellite will tune in 
on very tiny meteors as it whizzes 
through space some 200 to 1.500 
miles from the earth, the Amer­ 
ican Rocket Society was told Sat­ 
urday. 
Four small .microphones will be 
attached to the shelf of the 20 inch 
sphere and these will be linked 
with * a 
“micrometeor counter” , 
one of the instruments carried in­ 
side the shell.

Researcher Robert C. Baumann 
of the Naval Research Labora­ 
tory’ gave this information, to the

of the 
society’s 
spring meeting. 
Presumably the sound of the 
meteors, about the size of grains 
of sand, as they whiz past the 
21 -pound “moon"’, or conceiva 
My even strike the face of the mi­ 
crophones, 
will be 
recorded to 
give scientists an idea of the num 
her of these objects in space. 
He described these and other in­ 
struments to be carried by the 
tiny moonlet, which will require a 
72-foot-long rocket vehicle weigh­ 
ing 10 tons to launch it into its 
orbit. 
He said that the earth itself “ap­ 
pears 
uninhabited 
in 
pictures 
taken bv a Navy Viking rocket at 
an altitude of 147 miles. 
“ Is it safe to state after looking 
at a sim ilar photo of another plan­ 
et. even the mdon, that there are 
no inhabitants, no civilization*>'’ 
he asked. 
“The human race has just be­ 
gun to scratch the surface of the 
unknown universe.
